Dear Mr. Nelson: 

Thank you for your card of August 7th requesting additional 
information regarding our data acquisition and input devices. 

Prices and other information requested is shown on the attached. 

The designed software designates a standard reformat input to 
agree with recommended standard input forms, similar to copy 
attached. The software package also does a count of operator 
strokes, errors corrected, and formats a print routine which 
can be used or not, as an option. 

The following remarks maybe of additional interest. These figures 
are general and do not apply in all applications. They 
maybe used on a 50% mix of Alpha-Numeric key -punching. 

Original key-punching errors are reduced by approximately 
75%. 


A reduction by 20% of key strokes required on control 
fields. 

Input tapes have 30% less data fields to be read, i.e., 
blank field, end of card, etc., etc. 

Records can be coded to reduce input key strokes by 
using codes to indicate "repeat last field 1 * or "repeat 
last two fields", etc. 

Typewriter input is considerably faster than key punching. 

Key punch rate, 6,000 key strokes per hour. 

Type 60 words per minute, each word 5 characters = 
18,000 key strokes per hour. 

The equipment design will permit the 353 Typewriter Recorder to 
be used in data transmission and also to read and write from 
tape cartridges. 
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We do not have the final speciffactions or prices worked out for 
these modifications as yet, but equipment is in the final deyelop^ 
ment stage. 

Please let us hear from you regarding your particular applications. 
Possibly we could provide additional assistance in solving your 
input problems.
